FATALITY SUNDAY 


The entire community was 
shocked on Sunday afternoon, 
September 17th, to hear of the 
death by accidental drowning 
of Josephine Aunie, the twenty 
months’ old daughter of Mr.

para, but by digging into the hill 
remarkable discoveries have been 
made of private and public buildings. 

By permission of the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, when it was_in power over 
Mesopotamia, Dr. Scheil planned and 
conducted digging investigations 
there, and one of his discoveries was 
a seven-roomed school, with the 
means of edtcation left as they exist- 
ed in dim antiquity. 

A heap of clay tablets took the 
place of modern slates and exercise 
books, and on these tablets the chil- 
dren traced their letters with sticks 
of wood, bone or metal. 

On one of the tablets was inscribed 
this encouraging sentence: “He who 
distinguishes himself in the art of 
writing will shine Iike the sun.” 

The tablets that formed the mater- 
fal for recelving writing were burnt 
hard when it was yecessary to pre- 
serve the writing; but evidently the 
burning did net tals place with 
sche 91 writing, for many of the tab- 
lets had stuck together through their 
softness, and the writing on them 
could not be read. 

Some tablets, beautifully written, 
wers evidentiy modeis which the 
children copied, and the copies re- 
mained alongside the more skilful 
| writing, with the correction of mis- 
| takes still visible. 

Reading and writing seem to have 
been the chief subjects taught, but 
there were also arithmetical tablets, 
with the mutliplication table and 
weights and measur»s. Girls were 
taught as well as boys, and writing 
by girls has been preserved under 
the Sippara mound for 4,000 years. 

The Babylonian children had to 
leara not only ths shapes of the 
signs and letters and their meaning, 
but also what thelr position signified, 
for the meaning changed with the 
position. Indeed, learning was hard- 
er to master then than now.

Thin Sheet of Gold-Leaf 


Five Million Page Book Would Be 
Only One Inch Thick 

Men have now succeeded in obtain- 
ing a sheet of gold-leaf one-2,798,000th 
of an inch thick 

This means that if a book were 
made up with 5,600,000 pages it would 
be only an inch thick. The gold-leaf 
is 10,584 times thinner than a sheet 
of thin printing paper. 

The method of obtaining this in- 
credibly thin sheet is ingenious. A 
sheet of copper is placed in an electric 
bath and plated with gold only suffl- 
cient for the color to be just discern- 
able. 


The sheet of plated copper is then 
put in a bath of weak nitric acid for 
several days till all the copper has 
dissolved, leaving the film of gold 
floating, and this is collected on a 
sheet of glass,

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New Letters - 
_ For Alphabet 


Lendon Professor Says English ts Too 
Rich in Vowels 


Because the English language has 
three times as many vowel sounds as 
it employs characters to represent 
them, it is proposed that new letters 
be added to the alphabet. It is point. 
ed out that this is really necessary 
as Wnglish, although now by far the 
most widely spoken language, is rapid. 
ly spreading, through the desire to 
learn it by foreigners of all kinds in 
consequence of the war, There are, 
however, certain practical difficulties 
in the way of its becoming a_ real 
world-tongue, But for these diflicul- 
ties the spread of the English lan- 
guage would be much wider than it 
already is. 

For one thing, English ts too zich 
in vowel sounds. The average man 
imagines there are five “and some: 
times w and y.". There are really 
fifteen vowel sounds against five for 
the Japanese and Spaniards and seven 
for the itallans, 

Another difficulty is

‘spelling does not show what sounds 


are used to pronounce words. 
foreign student may learn to read 
English readily by his own efforts, 
but finds {it next to impossible to pro- 
nounce it correctly unless he has had 
the services of a good teacher. 

A possible way out of these difficul- 
ties has been given by Prof. Daniel 
Jones, chief of the phonetics depart: 
ment of University College, London. 
He suggests the adoption of a mild 
system of spelling reform and also 
the addition of a few new letters to 
the alphabet. But he by no means 
expects to see these changes brought 
about—at any rate, not for years to 
come. , 

“The new letters we should need,” 
explains Prof. Jones, ‘would be for the

_Prof. Jones‘ department is doing a 
great work in spreading the proper 
speaking of English throughout the 
world. Students, mostly teachers, 
come from every clime to learn Eng 
lish by the phonetic system, and then 
depart to spread their knowledge in 
thelr own countries. Prof. Jones 
gave one very remarkable example 
of the value of this sysiem. It is 
used not only to enable foreigners to 
speak English properly, but also to en 
able Englishmen to speak foreign lan 
guages, 

“In Africa many of our mission 
arles and officials commit the gravest 
errors in speaking native languages,” 
he says. “It is easily possible for 
misisonaries to utter obscenities with- 
out having the slightest idea of what 
they have really sald. One of the 
favorite games of Kaflir children is tu 
talk their language as the missionar 
jes do. It affords them great amuse- 
ment. 

“Now, whenever possible, we catch 
the missionary before he goes abroad 
and put him through a course of 
phonetics in the language he will have 
to speak.” 

Prof. Janes points out a flaw in that 
monumental work, the Oxford English 
Dictionary. Its pronunciation is very 
Scotch, he claims, 

Prof. Jones does not subscribe to 
the hoary legend that the best Eng 
lish is spoken in Inverness. 

“There is no such thing pure 
English,” he says. “Who can decide 
which is the true sandard?”

The 


Huge Canal Will Have to Pass Under 
- Geneva 

A huge canal connecting Rotterdam 
with Basle via the Swiss lakes of Gen- 
eva and Neuchatel is under considera: 
tion, and if the project is carried 
through it will be the most wonder 
ful waterway in the world. 

Part of the canal, which joins the 
Rhine at Felsenau, is already under 
construction, and will shortly be ready 
for navigation, Whether the whole 
waterway, running across Europe, will 
be completed depends to a large ex- 
tent upon whether the fifteen million 
pounds required to construct it can be 
found. 

The greatest difficulty is the section 
of the canal which must pass through | 
Geneva—or rather under it, for it is 
suggested to bore a huge subterranean 
tunnel right underneath the town, 
large enough for cargo vessels of 700 
tons to pass through, 

Ships would then literally sail on 
“the waters under the earth,” and 
after having emerged from the sub- 
terranean canal they would have next 
to pass through a series of thirty locks 
between Geneva and Neuchatel, dur- 


jing which they would be raised to a 


height of 200 feet above the lake of 
Geneva. After passing Neuchatel 
they would join the nearly-completed 
waterway along the Aar and enter the 
Rhine. 

The full scheme is at present under 
the consideration of the Swiss As- 
sociation for Inland Navigation, and;

Chemical Warfare 


Future of Poison Gas in War is Now 
Being Determined 


The future of poison gas Is being 
discussed by the International Law 
Association of Buenos Ayres. Jur- 
ists from Hnegland, France, Germany, 
the United States, Russia, Japan, Aus- 
tria, Czecho-Slovakia and most of the 
Smaller nations, including the South 
American republics, are present. The 
Association was founded soon after 
the 1870 war with the object of giving 
coherence and publicity to the prob- 
Jems of international law, Since its 
foundation there have been thirty 
conferences, the last being held at 
The Hague in 1921 and carrying out 
some admirable work over maritime 
law The present conference § is 
mainly dealing with the Hmitation of 
the manufaeture of poison gases dur- 
ing peace and the restriction of thelr 
use in war, and it will urge the setling 
up of a permanent International Crim- 
inal Court to enforce the rules accept 
en. Practical and not merely Utop- 
fan interest attaches to this inquiry 
for two reasons. First, every increase 
in our knowledge of the possibilities 
of international law and the ways it 
may be made effective is an added 
strength to the League of Nations. 
Secondly, the terrible progress in the 
efiiciency of poison gases (kept up 
with each year of peace) shows that 
In the next war they will be of catas- 
iropic potency. Aircraft will render 
them mobile, and they may, if they 
are not testricted, utterly wipe out 
ihe civil populations of belligerents. 
This South American conference will, 
therefore, be watched anxiously and 
not without hope.—Regina Leader,

To get litgh quality in cream one 
must milk clean in clean vessels, and 
the separating must be done while the 
milk is still fresh and warm, Cream 
should be cooled tmmediately to 50 de- 
grees or less, and not added to bulk 
until thoroughly cool, All who milk 
cows should have a supply of ice. This 
is our one sure crop, has never failed 
and can be put up—or should I say 
put down?—very cheaply and easily.

“Four-fifths of all the foreign trade 
of Canada is carried on with the Unit- 
ed Kingdom and the United States. 
Considerably more than half the total 
imports into Canada have long come 
from the United States, the proportion 
being slightly in excess of two-thirds 
{n the twelve month period ending 
June 30, 1922. 

“A clear realization of the character 
of the national consciousness of Can- 
ada is the first step toward an under- 
standing of the international position 
and relationships of the country. 
Whatever the technical term which } 
may be applied to the political status | 
of Canada, in effect it is a proud antl 
vigorous nation, sure of its future, re- 
joicing in its share in the leadership

“Canada is in that stage of econ- 
omic development when population is 
small in relation to natural resources, 
and when exports of raw materials 
must pay for imported capital to de- 
yelop them. Insofar as Canada is a 
producer of raw materials which the 
United States does not produce in 
quantities sufficient for domestic con- 
sumption, this country is a heavy buy- 
er in the Canadlan market. With 
few notable exceptions, however, the 
United States is a heavy exporter of

“Despite the growth of manufacture, 
economically speaking, Canada is a 
new country and the domestic indus- 
tries are not able to meet its rapidly 
expanding requirements for manufac 
tured goods which constitute a large 
proportion of Canadian imports.

This situation results primarily from} 
j the fact that the main industrial areas | 
are Southwestern Quebec and South 
eastern Ontario, and manufacturers 
there are more advantageously placed | 
jin relation to markets outside of Can 
ada than they are in relation to many 
sections of the Canadian market, 
which can buy better in the United 
States, the character of demand be- 
ing practically identical in the two 
countries. 

“Today Canada is probably the most| 
favorable field in the world for invest- 
ment, comparable only with the Unit 
ed States, in the era of its most rapid 
physical development from the close 
of the Civil"War to the opening of the 
present century.

This is 
one of the secrets of their greatness, 
and is the basis of the outlook of their 
business men. 
| “The two countries have identical 


standards of living and methods of 
production, and there is no materia! 
difference between their distances to 
the main markets. Except as affect- 
ed by climate, there is no marked dif 
ference in the character of the natural 
resources of the two countries, or 
their products. In a general sense, 
their development has been, and will 
continue, to be along parallel lines 
and in overseas markets they are 
rivals. Insofar as there is trade be- 
tween the two countries in products 
of a non-competitive character, proxi 
mity makes each the cheapest source 
of supply for the other.

Securing a Patent in Canada 


19-2 


Useful Advice Is Given For Benefit of 
Intending Applicants . 

Applications for patents in Canada 
should be addressed to the Commis- 
sioner of Patents, Ottawa, Ont. The 
term for duration of a patent is limit- 
ed to elghteen years. The fee for a 
patent for the full term of eighteen 
years Is thirty-five dollars, of which 
fifteen dollars is payable on filing the 
application and twenty dollars on the 
grant of the patent. Any intending 
applicant for a patent who has not yet 
finished his invention, and is in fear 
of being despoiled of his idea, may 
file in the Patent Office a description 
of his invention so far, with or with- 
out plans, when the Commissioner, on 
| payment of a fee of $5, causes the 
document, which is called a caveat, to 
be preserved in secrecy; but the se- 
crecy of the document ceases when 
the applicant obtains a patent for his 
inventign.

Rate on Cream 


Rate of Three Gallon Cans Allowed to 
Alberta Dairymen 

Favoring the establishment of an 
express rate on three gallon cans of 
cream that would be lower than the 
rate on five gallon cans, the Board of 
Railway Commissioners for Canada al- 
lowed the representatives of the Al- 
berta Dairymen’s Association and the 
express companies one month’s time 
in which to arrive at some suitable 
arrangements. Failing to reach a 
satisfactory agreement, the Railway 
Commission will form a tariff, 

The Alberta Dairymen’s Assoctation 
was represented by A. Chard, traffic 
superintendent of the Provineial Goy- 
ernment, who, in giving his evidence, 
stated that owing to the recent legis- 
lation passed by the Provinelal Gov- 
ernment it was essential to establish 
a rate on three gallon cans of cream 
if the smaller producers of cream 
were not to be penalized. 

Application of the Alberta Fish 
Company, Limited, for a reduction in 
the express rate on fish from Ed- 
monton and points north to the 
Same rate as for fish shipped from 
Vancouver, was made to the com- 
mission, but the chairman reserved 
judgment until he had conferred 
with the other members of the board. 
W. S. Campbell, who represented 
the Alberta Fish Company, stated that 
the charges for shipping fish from Ed- 
monton and points north to Chicago 
was 25 per cent. higher than for fish 
shipped from the coast, although the 
distance from the coast was from’ 600 
to 800 miles farther.

Junior Red Cross 
Splendid Work Carried on by Junior 
Organization in Saskatchewan 

Over 1,000 children in Saskatche- 
Wwan—1,010 to be exact—who are crip- 
ples or suffering from some defect re- 
quiring the services of a specialist, 
and whose parents were financially 
Unable to make necessary provision 
for their treatment, have been report- 
ed to the Junior Red Cross, and treat- 
ment provided for the vast majority 


of these cases out of the Junior Red 
Cross Fund for Crippled Children. 


The tangible evidence of the splen- 
did work being carried on by the Red 
Cross in Saskatchewan was reported 
to a meeting of the Junior Red Cross 
Committee held at Regina a few days 
ago. 
During the past twelve months 
cases calling for treatment have been 
reported on an average of more than 
twoaday. They have been cared for 
at the Sanitarium at Fort Qu’Appelle 
and in hospitals all over the province. 
At one time recently every child but 
one in the children’s ward of a Sas- 
katon hospital was a Junior Red Cross 
patient, and there are always a num- 


ber of such patients there and in the 
Alexandra Club ward of Regina Gen- 
eral Hospital, and in the 1.0.D.1. Chil- 
dren's Pavilion at the Sanitarium. 

Nor is there included in this num- 
ber, large as it is, the many children 
who have received dental treatment 
in rural schools from the two travel- 
ling Junior Red Cross dental cars. The 
number of children receiving dental 
treatment up to August 31 last was 
2,590, while the number of fillings, ex 
ete., totalled 6,101. Ad 
dresses in the schools on oral hygiene
